Pundita llamaba!, the Christianized 
Indian woman who lectured in Sacra­ 
mento last fall, has begun her school in 
the Bombay district, India, with one 
child widow and three unmarried little 
girls. The object of her lectures in this 
country was to gain funds to aid her in 
establishing a school in India. 
A. Rider Haggard has, it is said, made 
publishing arrangements for a new story, 
in which Queen Esther will prominently 
figure. To study local color for the new 
volume, Mr. Haggard will shortly start for 
a tour in Asia Minor and Persia, visiting 
Persepolis, Shiraz, and probably Bagdad. 
The Emperor of China is much dissatis­ 
fied with the chief bride chosen for him 
and has openly expressed his displeasure 
to the ex-Fmpress Regent, who did the 
selecting of imperial consorts. The in­ 
difference shown to her by her husband is 
said to cause the deepest pain to the girl 
Empress, and she is believed to he partly 
deranged with grief. 
“Old, childless, almost friendless, ‘Land 
Bill’ Allen, the originator of the Home­ 
stead Act, now resides at New Albany, 
fourteen miles from Columbus,” says the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. George W. Allen 
started many newspapers, made a good 
deal of money, and spent his whole fortune 
in advocacy of the Homestead Act and the 
abolition of slavery. He is now in his 
eightieth year. 
Colonel Olcott, the apostle of Esoteric 
Buddhism, is at present visiting Japan, 
and has had a somewhat mixed reception 
from the Buddhist priests there. 
At 
Kioto, the old capital, he was regarded as 
a heretic, and was shown but scant courtesy 
by the priests, but in lokiohe was warmly 
received. Two priests were sent to Yoko­ 
hama to meet him, and he was carried off 
to a Buddhist monastery. 
Lady Pauncefote, wife of the British 
Minister at Washington, is a few years 
younger than her husband, says a letter in 
the Springfield Republican. She is not a 
leader of fashion, but is in the “ best set,” 
and a thoroughly representative English 
lady. She is known in connection with 
charitable organizations, but much of her 
work in this direction is done in such an 
unostentatious manner as almost to escape 
public notice. 
It is slated that Mrs. Joseph Chamber­ 
lain, nee Endieott, is much disgusted with 
the freedom which pertains to conversa­ 
tion in what are considered the most select 
circles of English society. Her Puritan 
blood can not stand certain features of 
dinner gossip jiopular in London. Not 
long ago she left the table of a noted peer­ 
ess because of some remark that was made. 
The guests were astonished, but it is said 
that Queen Victoria thoroughly approves 
of Mrs. Chamberlain’s course. W hatever 
the Queen may decree regarding court 
dress, she does not believe in having con­ 
versation cut decollette. 
Admiral Porter lately held a state din­ 
ner in Washington, and Ah Sin, a Chi­ 
nese servant, was assigned to duty in at­ 
tendance at the door. In his country a 
visitor’s rank is indicated by the size of the 
card, and a huge yellow one means the 
presence of a prince. The small bits of 
pasteboard received but scant courtesy from 
Ah Sin, but when the gas collector presented 
his bill the Celestial’s demeanor under­ 
went a change. The long yellow slip cap­ 
tured Ah Siu, and with profound salaams 
he bowed the astonished gas man into the 
presence of the amazed family and irate 
head of the navy. 
The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott wants the 
Mayflower adopted as our national Uower, 
and so do Mr. James Parton, Admiral 
Porter, Professor John Fiske. and Mr. 
“Larry” Godkin. Among the partisans of 
the noble Goldenrod, which is away ahead 
of all other competitors in the race, are 
the Revs.

AMERICAN AND ENGLISH 
YACHTS 
YERY MUCH ALIKE. 


T he Skim m ing I>isli and C utter Things 
o f the P ast—If the Cup Should go 
to K nglund. 


Canoes dug out of tree trunks and the 
Volunteer are the beginning and the end 
of nautical invention, and represent the 
progress of man from barbaiism to civili­ 
zation. But between the dugout and the 
yacht of to-day the fashion in boats has 
changed a thousand times, and will proba­ 
bly change again. Just now one of the 
most important changes which nautical 
science has ever undergone is making itself 
felt as a result of the international races of 
the past few years. 
“You couldn’t tell the Valkyrie from 
the Volunteer out of water except in 
size,” said a naval officer in the model 
room of the New Yorjc Yacht Club a day 
or two ago. The remark would be ner- 
fectly true with nine-tenths of the people 
of New York, for despite all that has been 
said and printed about English and Amer­ 
ican mmlels, there is now no practical 
difference between the two. 
A tour of all the yacht-building yards 
around New Aork fails to show a single 
boat of the typical American model being 
built, and everywhere the old skimming 
dishes are being offered for sale like 
second-hand furniture. They have been 
passe ever since the Puritan was built. 
The same is true of the typical English 
cutter, shaped like a wedge. They are no 
longer built in England since the time of 
the Genesta, and all the new boats have 
been verging more and more to the Amer­ 
ican model. About the only radical dif­ 
ference which now exists between the 
English and American boats is the center- 
board, and the yacht of to-day, which is a 
compromise on everything else, is com­ 
promising on the centerboard, which, in 
the Valkyrie, is a mere iin of iron, to be 
used or not, as circumstances may de­ 
mand. 
Speaking 011 this subject recently, a 
well-known yachting man said: “ We have 
about reached the end of our rope, and 
both nations are fining down to a common 
m o d which you may call perfection. 
The deep cutter and skimming dish are 
things of the past. Hereafter international 
yacht races will represent nothing but the 
seamanship of different men, and the 
America’s cup will go to the best crew.” 
While nobody would like to see the 
America’s cup go to England, it is gen­ 
erally felt that it would be a good thing 
for yachting. 
If the Englishmen are 
beaten once or twice again, it is felt that 
they will give up the struggle with the 
New York Yacht Club and send no more 
boats over here, leaving the impression in 
England that they were beaten by rules 
and not by boats. These races, within the 
past few years, have given an enormous 
impetus to the noble sport, which would 
go into a decline if it were to stop. 
If the cup were held in England it 
would put our native yachtsmen 011 their 
mettle, and they would never rest content 
until they had won it back again. Then 
it is felt that the cup rightly belongs to 
the Eastern Yacht Club, which has suc­ 
cessfully defended it in the past three 
races, and but for which it would have 
passed out of our hands years ago. Should 
it once go to England the New York 
Yacht Club would, it is believed, never 
get their hands on it again. It would be 
won, if at all, by the Eastern, or some 
other yacht club whose members had true 
sporting blood, and would not hesitate to 
put their bands in tbeir pockets for glory. 
The effect of a first-class American 
yacht contesting in the English races 
would be far-reacliing and inspiring, and-a 
novelty which has not been witnessed since 
the famous trip of the America. There is 
no question in the minds of the bestjudges 
that if an American varht were given any 
kind of a show abroad she would carry off 
all the honors, beating the English on 
their own ground, and teaching tliem an­ 
other lesson in seamanship. 
Hitherto there has been no inducement 
to draw an American sailing machine to 
England, hut with the cup once there, sev­ 
eral would make the trip. There are many 
valuable cups to he won by an American 
yacht in English waters, and the season 
would be one long succession of races. 
It is in the small-sized yachts, under 
forty feet in length, that Englishmen have 
yet to learn a lesson from Americans. The 
catboat and the small sloop have about 
reached perfection here, where many in­ 
teresting races take place annually among 
yachts of this size, but are altogether un­ 
known abroad. 
“ One of these days, ” said an amateur 
salt, recently, “ I am going to iift an 
American catboat on the deck of a steamer 
and take her over to Queenstown to give 
the Britishers a few points. Even if they 
make rules against the use of a eenter- 
board, the boat can sail with the racers 
and produce as good ati effect as if she 
were actually in the contest. I have 
watched many of the races of the smaller 
yachts abroad. They are very fast and 
seaworthy boats in their way, but I feel 
perfectly sure, from my knowledge of the 
American catboat, tliat a good one could 
easily beat them all. Even if they had 
one there they wouldn’t know how to 
handle her. I remember seeing a small 
American boat at an English port, which 
entered a race and was beaten, much to 
my surprise. I met the owner and told 
him 1 thought I could get more speed out 
of the boat. ‘ Yery well, ’ said he, ‘take 
her and try her. ’ I took the boat out for 
a preliminary sail, and what do you sup­ 
pose 1 discovered ? Why the centerboard 
was actually bolted down and immovable. 
I took the screws out and challenged the 
winner, and beat her eight minutes 
over a twenty mile course.” 
The American catamaran is about the 
fastest thing with sails. These double­ 
hulled boats never developed any speed 
until about eight or ten years ago, when a 
New York man natued Hughes tried the 
experiment of fixing the hulls together by 
a sort of toggle ioint that allowed them to 
rise and fall independent of each other. 
Then the catamaran just flew across the 
water like a bird, adjusting herself to the 
waves Oue bull would be slanting for­ 
ward on the crest of a wave, the other bow 
up in the trough of the sea, and the boat 
would hum, going faster than anything 
before or since. 
It was only when going about or in 
turning that difficulties were met with, 
as with two hulls some distance apart the 
boat swung around slowly and clumsily. 
They were ruled out of all the races, and 
never became reallv popular. Only a few 
catamarans were built, the most noted 
being the Tarantilla, the Jessie and the 
Duplex, and some of these are now rotting 
on the beach at "Stapleton. This type of 
vessel is practically unknown in England, 
and if some American wants to create a sen­ 
sation there at little cost it could liedonebe­ 
having a cantamaran built here and sending 
her over there on the deck of a steamer. 
She would be as mucb of a curiosity as the 
first American monitor which crossed the 
ocean and was taken for a raft when she 
steamed into Queenstown harbor. The 
catamaran looks like nothing more than a 
water-beetle. 
Up the Hudson they have a novel type 
of small yacht that is altogether unknown 
abroad except along the Mediterranean 
and in the Indian ocean. This is the fly­ 
ing proa, which is said to have originated 
among the Malay pirates, who scour the 
Eastern archipelagoes- The boat is long 
and narrow, without a keel or center- 


hoard. 
The use of either is obviated 
by a curious outrigger which sticks 
out on one side, and supports a log 
of wood sharpened at either end anil 
held in place In- two curved poles 
from the main hull. The proa carries a 
lateen sail, fantastically colored in imita­ 
tion of those seen on the Nile, and which 
swings all the way around a stout bamboo 
mast. When the outrigger is to wind­ 
ward a man goes out and sits on it, mak­ 
ing an enormous leverage that would keep 
the boat stiff in a gale, and when it is to 
leeward it floats, being made of very light 
wood, and thus gives stability to the ship. 
The proa makes remarkable speed, but 
can, of course, enter no yacht race because 
of her outrigger.

WALTER LEWIS. THE CHILD WONDER 
IN "MONTE CRISTO.” 


L e a t^ o f Otitt-k Study-O liuipM -s ot sta g e 
Life B efore an.I Itehim l the 
Curtain. 


Master \\ alter Lewis, the son of Horace 
Lewis, the star ot the “ Monte Cristo” 
company, appeared in St. Louis recently. 
Master W aiter is a remarkably bright boy, 
and the people who have seen him act, 
particularly the ladies, vote him one of the 
handsomest, cutest and cleverest boys of 
his age to be found anywhere. He is one 
of the youngest children who have tried 
speaking parts, and is certainly the only 
child who ever appeared in the part of 
Noirtier in “ Monte Cristo,’’ which taxes 
the strength of able and experienced 
actors. But Master W alter takes the part 
and makes a hit in it. 
The feat becomes wonderful when his 
age is considered, lie is only 5 years old 
and, off the stage, is a prattling youngsti r 
in kilts. Yet he goes on in one of Xoir- 
tier’s most trying scenes, that in the sec­ 
ond act, where he accuses Yilleiort of im­ 
prisoning Edmund Dantes and declares 
that he must be released from the Chateau 
d If. One of the oddest sights imaginable 
is to see the little fellow in costume, with 
the bandage over his eye and with his 
stick in his hand, stalk 011 the stage, and, 
with a dear, loud voice, which can be 
heard all over the theater, speak his lines. 
He pronounces every word distinctly, and, 
although he gives a childish twist to some 
big words, which makes the performance 
all the more enjoyable, every word can be 
understood. 
The emphasis is exactlv 
right, too, and there is not a bit of the 
parrot-like way of speaking which charac­ 
terizes most childish performances, lie 
looks fierce, stamps his foot, points his 
finger and flourishes his stick exactlv as 
the full-grown actor does, and the people 
fairly shout with laughter and approval, 
lie lias the cutest little bow, placing his 
hand on his heart and almost touch­ 
ing 
the 
floor with 
his 
forehead 
when the audience call him out before 
the curtain, and he invariably gets recall 
after recall. Master Walter has not been 
drilled much, but has only picked up bis 
lines and business bv watching the plav at 
matinees. I le can repeat nearly the whole 
play only by watching it. 
The way in which Master W alter hap­ 
pened to show that lie could act is ro­ 
mantic. says the Post-Dispatch. When the 
company was at Grand Rapids, Mich., sev­ 
eral weeks ago, W alter and a little com­ 
panion were playing on the bank of the 
canal and W alter fell in. ilis companion 
ran into the Clarendon Hotel and told the 
clerk, Thomas J .Casey, about the accident, 
and Mr. Casey ran out and plunged into 
the canal and caught W alter in his arms 
just as he was going down for the last 
time. Mr. Lewis gave Mr. Casey a bene­ 
fit performance for his brave act and 
W alter appeared at the benefit as Noir­ 
tier. He made such a hit with the 
audience that he has been playing the 
part for one act ever since. 
He is a 
manly little fellow, with pleasant manner 
and with a bright frank face, lie savs he 
likes to act and expects to become "a big 
actor. He also says he doesn’t knowhow 
he learned to act, but ii just came to him 
and he is not a bit frightened by going on 
the stage. His father and mother are 
proud of him and will give him a chance 
to appear in some child's part at an early 
day, but they do not want to force him. 
The only time he tried appearing before 
the footlights was in Chicago last summer, 
when, in the absence of a little girl who 
filled the part regularly, he took the part 
of the Mustard Seed in the l>ig production 
of “Midsummer Night's Dream” at Mc- 
Yicker's Theater. 
FEATS OF QUICK STUDY. 
A recent feat of “ quick study” in comic 
opera has recalled several such efforts. 
Many actors iu the days of stock com­ 
panies studied leading parts from night to 
night, and I know of one actor who studied 
and played the part of lago, which con­ 
sists of 762 lines, in twenty hours. He had 
played many of the smaller parts in the 
tragedy, and that is always of very great 
assistance in such cases. Frank Roche, a 
popular and talented leading actor a de­ 
cade ago, is said to have committed to 
memory the whole of the part of Brutus 
in “ Julius Gesar” in three hours. He 
had, of course, acted other parts in the 
play many times. John E. lvellard, who 
has recently done some excellent work as 
Prince Saviani in Rose Coghlan’s play, 
“Jocelyn,” accomplished a remarkable feat 
in the way of “ quick study” last October. 
E. J. Henley, then playing in “ Midsum­ 
mer Night’s Dream," was taken suddenly 
ill. An ulcerated tooth caused his face 
and neck to swell to an enormous size late 
in the afternoon, and his appearance that 
evening was out of the question. At 5:45 
Mr. Kellard took a printed book of the 
play on Broadway from Mr. Lyons, the 
stage manager, and consented to go to 
Newark and get through somehow. He 
marked the part on the elevated train, 
studied the first act on the ferryboat, the 
second on the train, and the third in the 
dressing-room. He played the whole part 
without any rehearsal except a “ run 
through ’’ of the famous quarrel scene, and 
gave and took every cue. He cut some 
twenty-five lines altogether, but these 
were parenthetical phrases, which did not 
in the slightest affect the valne of the 
dialogue. But the strain was too much 
for him. Between the second and third 
acts he was taken ill. He managed to get 
through with his performance, but for a 
week afterward he was in a condition bor­ 
dering on nervous prostration. 
HACKETT AS FALSTAFF. 
Ilackett’s first appearance with Fnlstaff 
was made at Philadelphia in 1832, the 
Hotspur of the occasion being no less a 
I 
iersonage than Charles Kean. The fol- 
owing year he journeyed to England and 
appeared during May at the Haymarket 
in “ Henry IV., Part I.,” with every token 
of success. His Falstaff was frequently 
seen in London afterward; at Drury-Lane 
in 1840, at Convent Garden in 1845, and 
again at the Haymarket in 1851. Hackett 
played the Fat Knight with consummate 
truth and humor. Stimulated by a perfect 
appreciation of the difficulties of the char­ 
acter, for which he professed great admira­ 
tion, the American comedian made its in­ 
terpretation the study of a life time, and 
with executive ability equal to his pow­ 
ers of conception, the result was un­ 
qualified triumph. On the occasion of his 
second visit to England several critics fell 
foul of his impersonation, starting with 
certain premises that in Hackett’s mind 
conveyed a false ideal of the character. By 
way of counterblast he published “ Fal­ 
staff; a Shakespearean Tract,” in which he 
vindicated his attitude toward the part by 
copious citations from the text, and eco-

ART AND ARTISTS. 
The Queen of England has made the 
sculptor, Joseph 1!. Boehm, a baronet.

Mr. Ilerkomer's term as Slade Professor 
of Fine Arts at Oxford expires with June, 
but be will probably be re-eiected without 
opposition.

It is expected Mercier’s colossal bronze 
statue of General Lee will be readv for 
shipment from Paris in October.

The German painters who sent pictures 
and the sculptors who sent statuary to the 
Paris exhibition have already been boy­ 
cotted at home. Their excuse, that they 
thought it only right to try at an interna­ 
tional competition for recompenses, is 
characterized by one German newspaper 
as an “ impudent and egotistical assertion 
of the love of gain.” 
Professor Savce has found in a quarry on 
the Nile an inscription in Greek which 
establishes the date when the great pylon 
or gateway before the temple of Edfn was 
restored or enlarged. It reads: “ In the 
eleventh year of Antonins we cut the great 
stones eleven cubits in length for the pylon 
of the Lord Apollo and the Lady Isis.” 
The engineer was Apollonios, the son of 
Petesthins. 
The archa-ologists of Norway have pur­ 
sued researches into the early population 
of the country as far north as 70° 15'. The 
results show a large population in prehis­ 
toric times, but one not given to agricult­ 
ure. No bronze objects are found, and the 
conclusion is reached that the men of the 
Early Iron Age were the first to affect 
them, those of the Bronze Age never hav­ 
ing reached the northern parts. 
Harry R. Poore, who has won the $2,000 
offered as a prize at the Prize Fund Exhi­ 
bition now open at the American galleries, 
is a Philadelphia artist, whose painting of 
dogs and sheep is particularly good. Both 
animals appear in the prize picture, as the 
subject is the watch of the shepherds dur­ 
ing the night of the nativity. Keeently 
Mr. Poore had reason to use whatever 
knowledge he may possess ot the nature 
and anatomy of the dog. lie killed a mad 
dog which was attacking three young 
ladies, who were, it is needless to say, all 
beautiful—in the opinion of a local paper. 
The London correspondent of the Art 
Interchange maintains that the British are 
the worst painters in oil among civilized 
nations. The Royal Academy exhibition 
is more hopeless than one at the National 
Academy of Design, “ inasmuch as it is 
equally bad and mucíx more pretentious.” 
Even Watts, Alma-Tadema, Poynter, and 
other painters of “ im portant” pictures 
find no mercy in this critic’s eyes, “ Crude­ 
ness, spottiness, rawness of color, general 
unfaithfulness, are the besetting sins of 
these painters.” There are many Amer­ 
icans who will concur in these judgments. 
Harry Furniss is about to have his por­ 
trait painted. It came about in this way. 
In his lecture on portraiture Mr. Furniss 
stated that frequently when a painter 
charged SOO guineas for a portrait 600 were 
for his name and 200 for the portrait, and 
that he knew plenty of young men without 
names who could produce quite as good a 
work of art for the 200 guineas. Since 
making that statement Mr. Furniss has 
received a number of applications for the 
names and addresses of these ciever young 
men who do not charge for their names. 
In reply Mr. Furniss furnished a name, 
commissions ensued, and as a return the 
artist is painting his patron’s portrait. 
A Boston painter who lives in Florence, 
and is a pupil of Bouguereau and Tony 
Robert-Fleurv, has finished in that ancient 
abode of the arts an enormous likeness of 
the devil. Mephisto stands with folded 
arms, lit by the fires ol hell, and is said to 
have upon his satanic countenance expres­ 
sions that warrant the adjectives “ fierce, 
heartless, defiant and vindictive.” Legend 
has already invested this new creation of 
the brush with the materials fo.- a charm­ 
ing story. The young people invited to 
see the picture began to dance, but as the 
shaken floor caused the canvas to tremble, 
and Mephisto appeared in consequence to 
be shaking with laughter, the timid ones 
among the dancers refused to continue 
their gyrations until the painting was coy- 
cred. “ It was certainly, ’ writes some one 
to the Boston Gazette, “ a great triumph for 
the young artist.”

TRIBUTE TO A PHILANTHROPIST. 


This month there is to be held in the 
city of W ashington a novel convention. 
All deaf mutes of the land are to be rep­ 
resented in it by chosen delegates. 
It 
will be a convention of silence, yet one of 
profound expression. T he event is to be 
signalized by the unveiling of a fine m ar­ 
ble statue of Rev. Thomas II. G allaudet, 
LL.D., who was the founder of deaf mute 
education in America. 
It is em inently 
fitting that these afflicted people should 
lift up a fine work of art in honor of the 
man whose humane instincts and noble 
impulses led him to do w hat lie did for 
them. 
Gallaudet will for all time rank 
among the great philanthropists. 
H is 
sincerity, his enthusiasm, his genius have 
won for him imperishable honors, and no 
deaf mute in the land can be found, who is 
reasonably intelligent,who does not bend his 
head reverently upon mention of the name 
of this benefactor of the race. 
The statue 
cost the deaf mutes of America $13,000. 
The art work has been executed by the 
sculptor French, of Concord, and next 
Wednesday it will lie unveiled amidst the 
silence of a great convention of the speech­ 
less men and women of the land. 
The de­ 
sign represents Dr. G allaudet seated in an 
easy attitude, w ith a little gii4 by his side, 
about whom he lias cast his left arm 
gently, while w ith his right hand be 
teaches her the m anual sign alphabet. 
The child is the figure of Alice Cogswell, 
his first deaf mute pupil, who was 11 years 
of age at the time, the doctor being 30. 
Alice was the daughter of Dr. Mason F. 
Cogswell of Hartford, Conn. 
G allaudet 
had graduated from Andover and intended 
to enter the m inistry at once, but his atten­ 
tion was drawn to the bright child of his 
friend, the doctor, and he undertook to 
instruct her. 
This was in 1814, and was 
the first attem pt made in America to teach 
a deaf m ute to read and to write. 
lie suc­ 
ceeded so well w ith Alice th at he resolved 
to devote liis life to relieving this distressed 
class of hum an beings, by opening to them 
the books of knowledge to th at lim e sealed 
against them. 
The people of H artford 
raised the necessary funds and G allaudet 
went to Europe to study the pi ogress that 
had been made there in the instruction of 
these unfortunates. 
In France 
he be­ 
came the pupil of the devoted Abbe Si- 
card, who was the pupil of the still 
greater instructor, Abbe L ’Fpee, Jand they 
studied out the sign language th at is 
in use to this day, and this Dr. G allaudet 
speedily acquired. 
H e returned to Am er­ 
ica in 1816 and at once opened the first 
school for deaf mutes on this continent. 
The State of Connecticut aided him lib­ 
erally and Congress made a grant of land 
to assist him th at finally yielded $300,000. 
H e conducted the school fourteen years 
and in th a t tim e brought out of ignor­ 
ance and silence to knowledge and fair 
enjoyment of life’s pleasures no lfess than 
3,000 children. 
M any of these became 
teachers, and through them tens of thou­ 
sands of deaf mutes have been redeemed 
from the awfulness of silent ignorance and 
undeveloped capacity. 
There are now 
sixty such schools as G allaudet’s in A m er­ 
ica, and all acknowledge th at they sprang 
from his. 
In no land on the globe has the 
education of deaf mutes progressed as it 
has here or reached so high a plane, and 
the credit is certainly due to the methods 
adopted by G allaudet. 
One of his sons 
succeeded the father in the original insti­ 
tution and thereafter founded the first 
church for deaf mutes, of which he is still 
the rector, in New York city. 
A nother 
son of the great philanthropist founded 
the first institution for the higher educa­ 
tion of the deaf mute, and is now Presi­ 
dent of the Columbia Institute for the 
Deaf and Dumb in the city of W ashing­ 
ton, an institution that came into exist­ 
ence through the beneficence of the late 
Amas Kendall. 
H e is also now President 
of the 
N ational 
Deaf M ute College 
founded by Congress in 1864. 
It is in 
front of this college on Kendall Green that 
the statute of the elder G allaudet, who 
died in 1851, is to be unveiled. 


T h e report of Engineer Brinkerofl' edi­ 
tor of the Engineering lleeord, presents the 
breaking of the Johnstow n dam in a new 
light. 
H e proves by the remains of the 
dam, by the compactness of the “puddle,” 
by the foundations that still rem ain in 
place, and by measurements, th at the dam 
did not break from pressure of the water 
behind it, that it did not slide out bodily, 
nor any section of it. 
But it is shown that 
the cause of the disaster was the raising of 
the ends of the dam when it ceased to be 
used as a canal supply-dam, which left the 
crown lower in the middle, a flat violation 
of elementary engineering construction. 
As a consequence, when the w ater rose 
sufficiently high to flood the sixty-five-foot 
waste weir, at the north end, it was pour­ 
ing over in the center also and tearing 
away the embankment. 
This soon re­ 
sulted in such velocity of the current that 
a wedge-shaped cut was made through 
which the imprisoned waters rushed in an 
irresistible torrent. 
This being the fact, 
it will go far to remove the impression 
that prevails th at the dam was ill-con­ 
structed from the base, and did not possess 
sufficient wall-strength to resist the pres­ 
sure of the water accumulated l>ehind it. 
But it does not relieve those who made 
the terrible mistake of lowering the crown 
of the dam below the level of the ends 
where the escape weirs were situated.

A few have appeared en suite, with elegant 
walking and carriage dresses of China silk, 
black lace or faille. 
Use is also made of 
stylish Spanish brooches and long jeweled 
pins in the form of sabers and daggers, in 
their adjustment. 
The picturesque Di- 
rectoire collar, ol black or dark-colored 
velvet, is also noticed. 
The latter are 
made very wide, with ends that taper to a 
point as they reach the belt. 
They are 
best suited to women with long, slender 
throats, but can be modified to fit any 
wearer. 
W orth is reviving old-fashioned lawns 
and dotted muslins for dresses to be worn 
at garden parties and for country wear 
throughout the summer. 
They are made 
up in quaint ways—with a long overskirt 
nearly covering the underskirt, which has 
a foot-trimming of a double ruffle with a 
cord drawn through the middle. 
The top 
of the overskirt also has thick cords, hold­ 
ing its fullness; the full, belted waist has 
a corded yoke, and there are cords in 
points at the top ol the sleeves. 
A surah 
sash knotted behind, encircles the waist, 
or else a belt, w ith flowing ribbons, fas­ 
tened on the left side. 
The neck has 
turned-over plaitings of the lawn, edged 
with narrow lace, and this falls in a jabot 
down the front to the waist. 
To wear 
with these gowns are hats nearly flat, with 
brim of open, laee-like straw, and the 
crown covered w ith rose vines and ivy, 
with tendrels drooping at the back. 
Black and colored silks are made up 
w ith an empire front, that is, shirred on 
the shoulder seams and crossed at the 
waist line, or w ith a soft belt from one 
side seam to the other, or a sash from the 
right to the left side, where it is knotted 
and hangs in two ends. 
The sleeves are 
made full enough at the top to gather over 
the shoulders, and at either seam half way 
to the elbows, with the fullness pushed 
slightly upward. The skirt has flat-plaited 
sides, a Spanish flounce front,and fullback 
of four breadths gathered at the top to a 
short, separate binding, which is hooked 
up over the pointed basque back.

easy plaits, the other side being lifted 
quite high.

and full skirts are selected for house 
dresses. 
A stylish vest for woolen or silk redin­ 
gotes is a V of w hite cashmere covered 
with a braiding of gold, silver or steel cord, 
with fichu folds of w hite silk from the 
shoulders, crossed at the waist line under 
a soft belt of the same m aterial. 
The sim­ 
plest cotton waists are gathered on the 
shoulders and at the center of the waist 
line, back and front, w ith the lower edge 
thrust under the full skirt, and a belt 
stitched on th e inside as a stay. 
The 
sleeves are full at the top, and the neck 
and wrists are finished with plaited frills of 
Ham burg edging sewed to a narrow band 
and turned over on the right side. 
. .S.Q.Wi ueed be afraid to give the fancy 
full rein in the designing of house gowns, 
tea gowns, matinees, etc.; the more pic­ 
turesque or ¡esthetic, the better—providing 
always th at they are becoming to the 
wearer. 
The newest tea gowns are made 
all of one 
m aterial, surah 
India silk 
challis or any light meterial, with very 
fine tuekings from shoulder to waist, back 
and front. 
The M arie A ntoinette fichu, 
make of silk mousseline, in w hite or deli­ 
cate tint, with finely plaited frills around 
them, are worn with these gowns, also 
with ginghams and dresses. 
Pretty 
house 
jackets 
aremade 
of 
surah in two tones, such as violet and 
mauve, pale and dark green, navy and 
light blue. 
The round fronts of the jacket, 
and the edge of the rounded sleeves are 
trim med with a narrow fringe made of 
loops of bebe ribbon in the two shades. 
The style of hair-dressing should corre­ 
spond w ith th at of the gown, if it is dis­ 
tinctly Empire. 
DirecWire or Grecian. 
Parisian coiffeurs announce th at the hair 
will be worn lower. 
The catogan is still 
popular, as it is oftener more becoming 
than a low knot at the base of the head. 
Bauds of ribbon are worn w ith simple

A marble dropped in a kettle will pre­ 
vent the contents boiling over. 
Carriage varnish is an excellent cement 
for china. 
Castor-oil beans dropped in mole holes 
will drive away the moles. 
W hole cloves sprinkled among woolen 
goods and furs will preserve them from 
the depredations of moths. 
A good cement for mending broken pot­ 
tery can be made of starch, plaster of 
Paris and glycerine. 
A thick m ixture of glycerine, yolk of 
an egg and starch is an effectual remedy 
for a burn. 
Common baking soda, spread 
on thick, is also good. 
M ustard plasters made with w hite of an 
egg will not blister the skin. 
If mixed 
with molasses, mustard plasters will re­ 
main moist a long time. 
To mend small holes in plastering take 
one part of plaster of Paris and three 
parts of fine sand and mix w ith cold 
water. 
A plaster of common soap and brown 
sugar applied to a wound made by a pin 
or other poisonous articles, will draw out 
the soreness.

The Catholic Church in Canada has, by 
the death of his Lordship Edmond Lange- 
vin, G rand 
Vicar 
of 
the Diocese of 
Kitnouski, lost one of its most distinguished 
prelates, and one whose place it will be 
very hard to fill. 
H is death occurred at 
the Bishop’s palace on Sunday afternoon, 
at the age of 66 years. 
The reverend 
prelate was a brother of Bishop Langevin, 
of Rimouski, and of Sir H ector Langevin, 
M inister of Public W orks. H e w asstricken 
down by paralysis on the 24th of May, and 
and retained perfect consciousness through­ 
out his illness. 
T he deceased prelate was 
known throughout Canada for his intel­ 
lectual abilities, his great adm inistrative 
talents and tact. 
H e was of a command­ 
ing presence, and courteous, amiable dispo­ 
sition, was a stanch friend, very charita­ 
ble to th e poor, always ready to extend his 
support to any scheme of progress, and en­ 
thusiastic in devising and prom pting the 
young generation as to the best means for 
the advancement of the country. 
H e was 
born at (Quebec on the 30th of August, 
1S34, studied for the priesthood and was 
ordained in 1S47. 
In 1S67 he was ap­ 
pointed V icar-General of the diocese of 
Quebec, and the same year transferred to 
a sim ilar position in Rimouski. 
lie was 
author of a “Life of Bishop Lavel," pub­ 
lished in 1874, and of a volume of “ Notes 
Historiques sur le Chapitre de la l'athe- 
drale de Quebec.” 
May his soul rest in 
}>eaee.— Canadian Freeman. 
W e note the death at Malden, N. Y., 
May 5th, of Rev. Benjamin S. Crosby. He 
was one of the first ministers to lie ap­ 
probated and

on

ground to the miuistry in the Congrega­ 
tional ( httrcliis. 
H is ordination took 
place at Clayton, Septenilier 39,1865,where 
lie was stated supply during that and the 
next year. 
He was born iu Canaan, New 
York, May 10.1834, and educated in Ober- 
lin. 
Before removing from California he 
was m arried to Miss Carrie .laggard, who 
survives him, with two sons. 
Going East, 
he became stated supply of the churches of 
Redtield and Orwell, New York; then 
went to Kansas, w*here he labored as a 
home missionary. 
W hile serving the 
Presbyterian Church at H igh Prairie, his 
health began to fail, and he returned to 
the East, going first to South Delaware, 
then to Bethlehem, Albany Presbyterv, 
and then to Malden, in August, 1888. 
According to account in Erangelist, his 
labors there “ had been broken and inter­ 
fered with bv much ill-health; but he had 
greatly endeared him self to the people, 
and died much lam ented by them all.”— 
Pacific. 
A Philadelphia inventor has secured a 
patent on a new adaption of the nickel au­ 
tomatic slot machine, which is intended to 
be placed in churches. 
The machines are 
of a design appropriate to church archi­ 
tecture, and there are two slots and two 
openings at the bottom of the machine, 
and by placing a nickel in one of the slots 
a small hym n book will drop down through 
the opening into a tray. 
A nickel dropped 
in the other slot will produce, by similar 
action, a prayer book. 
The inventor has 
made application to have his machine in 
several uptown churches, and the govern­ 
ing bodies of the respective congregations 
are considering the propriety of such a 
step. 
The patentee oilers to’ supply the 
outfit, books and all, and divide the pro­ 
ceeds with the church. 
H e argues that at 
every service there are many strangers 
who would willingly contribute 10 cents 
for the use of the books, and it is no more 
than just that such such persons should 
contribute toward the expense ot 
the 
church. 
In a church centrally located he 
claims the revenue derived would be large. 
The machines are constructed so that the 
sexton can readily replace the book after 
service.— Philadelphia Record. 
Melbourne exchanges bring the news of 
the death of one of the most prom inent 
Irish priests in that diocese— Dean Eng­ 
land. The deceased was a native of Cloyne, 
where he was born in the year 1828. 
H e 
was a nephew of Bishop" England, and, 
therefore, a cousin of the young Irelander, 
M. J . Barry. 
Maynooth was his Alma 
M ater. 
A fter his ordination, in 1854, he 
labored for some years on the English mis­ 
sion at Birkenhead, and later on in his 
native diocese. 
W hen Archbishop Gould 
visited Ireland in 1859 he succeeded in in­ 
ducing F ath er England to accompany him 
to Melbourne, where the Irish exiles were 
badly in want of priests at that time. Like 
many of the pioneer Irishm en, he was a 
great builder. 
H e erected in whole or in 
part no fewer than five churches, and 
numerous schools. 
The Society of 
Christian Endeavor 
movement has extended more widely than 
one m ight judge from the use of the name. 
For a while, under the original name, it 
has gone on organizing itself into local and 
district, and even national conventions. 
The M ethodist Episcopal Church societies 
of this sort, which have been grouping 
into two or three general associations, have 
lately been united under the title of the 
Epw orth League. 
Among the Congrega­ 
tional churches in England, the favorite 
designation appears to be “ Young People’s 
Guilds.” 
Only a year ago there was 
formed the N ational Council of such 
Guilds, and yet in a year’s time it was pos­ 
sible to report 474 of them. 
Rev. F ather J. F. Foote, pastor of the 
Church of St. John the Baptist, died in 
New Orleans on the 2d inst. of rheum atic 
gout, after a short illness. 
F ather Foote 
was born in Cork. Ireland, in 1849, and 
came to this country at an early age. 
He 
was educated at St. Charles’ College, M ary­ 
land, and at St. M ary’s Seminary, B alti­ 
more, completing his course in theology at 
New Orleans, where he was ordained to 
the priesthood in 1S72. 
H e assumed the 
pastorate of St. John’s Church several 
years ago, a position which he filled faith­ 
fully up to the hour of his death, to the 
great good of his parish and the glory and 
well-being of the Catholic Church. 
The recent disaster in Pennsylvania oc­ 
curred in the Diocese of Pittsburg and 
Alleghany, and resulted in the loss of the 
Catholic churches at Cambria City and 
Johnstown, as well as the houses of the 
Benedictine Fathers, the Sisters of St. 
Francis and the Sisters of Charity. 
At 
both these submerged towns, notw ithstand­ 
ing the loss of all their earthly possessions, 
the Benedictine Fathers and the Sisters 
gave their services to the sick and afflicted. 
A dispatch from the scene of the disaster 
was sent stating that “a line of black- 
robed Sisters walked across the temporary 
swing-bridge the day after the flood, in 
order to m inister to the wounded and 
afflicted.” 
On June 14th Rev. G. M. Spencer was 
adm itted to practice in the U nited States 
Circuit Court, N inth Judicial Circuit, 
D istrict of California. 
Mr. Spencer was 
formerly a lawyer in Hartford, Conn., 
where he had a lucrative practice. 
For 
several years he has been an able and 
worthy Congregational minister. 
To our 
regret, but for reasons deemed by him suf­ 
ficient, he now returns to his former pro­ 
fession, and resumes the practice of law in 
this city. 
H e intends to give special 
attention to patent law. 
H e has our best 
wishes in this change of vocation. 
H e 
will lie a useful and valued layman.— 
Pacific. 
A Borne corresi>ondent telegraphs: Ow­ 
ing to the wishes expressed by Padre 
Denza more than a year ago, his Holiness 
has decreed w ithin the last few days that 
the works for the astronomical observatory 
to be erected in the V atican are to be 
begun at once. 
The site selected is the 
tower over the rooms occupied by the 
M aster of the Sacred College, it being the 
most elevated building of the Vatican 
Palace. 
The eo6t is estimated at a million 
francs. 

B artlett, for some years 
pastor of All Souls’ Church, at Sioux 
Falls, South Dakota, has accepted a call to 
a strong church at Kalamazoo, Mich., and 


will enter upon her duties there on Sep­ 
tember 1 st.

She has been a re-

editor of the Oshkosh Daily Times. 
A Baltimore dispatch of the 21st inst.

JIM COFFROTH AND JOE M’KIBBEN AS 
FIGHTEES AND DDELISTS. 


The Anti-Lecom pton Convention—“ Bill* 
and “A l.” D udley—Lola Montez* 
First Night in Sacram ento. 


The Anti-Lecompton State Convention 
assembled in the Congregational Church 
in this city on June 15, 1859. It was 
called to order by B. B. Redding, and H. 
Fitzsimmons of Placer was elected Chair­ 
man. John Conness of El Dorado, R. D. 
Ferguson of Sacramento, C. H. Bryan of 
Yuba, Humphrey Griffith of Yolo, Charles 
Kent of Nevada and C. DeLong of Yuba 
were prominent members. Among others 
who took active parts in the proceedings 
was James O’Sullivan (a delegate from Tu­ 
olumne county), who recently died at the 
Sacramento Hospital. George W. W hit­ 
lock was Sergeant-at-Arms of the Conven­ 
tion. The ticket nominated was : For 
Governor, John Curry of Solano; Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor, John Conness of El Do­ 
rado; Treasurer, D. R. Ashley of Monterey; 
Controller, George Pearce of Sonoma; Con­ 
gress (Northern District), J. C. McKibben 
of Sierra; Southern District, 8. A. Booker 
of San Joaquin; Surveyor-General. James 
S. Long of Butte; Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, A. H. Myers of Alameda; Su­ 
preme Judge, R. T. Sprague of Shasta; 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, Joseph Powell 
of Sacramento; Attorney-General, E. K. 
Steele of Siskiyou; State Printer, John 
O'Meara. 
On the day following the adjourn­ 
ment of the anti-Lecompton Convention. 
J. C. McKibben was dining at a Second- 
street restaurant when James W. Coffroth 
entered. The latter was feeling sore over 
his defeat for the Congressional nomina­ 
tion, and he severely criticised the dele­ 
gates, declaring that they wore Broderick 
collars, branded with a big letter “ B.” 
McKibben told him he must not talk that 
way about his friends, and Coflroth re­ 
peating his language, McKibben knocked 
him down. Cotfroth promptly challenged 
McKibben to a duel, and the challenge was 
accepted. It bad been agreed that the duel 
should take place at Nye’s ranch, on the 
Marysville road, about twenty miles from 
Sacramento, in Sutter county. McKibben 
and his seconds were on the ground 
promptly, and also Humphrey Giiffith, 
Richard Irwin and other friends of Coffroth. 
The latter not showing up, the party left 
the grounds in different directions, McKib­ 
ben remaining at the house of a friend 
near by. Coffroth meantime had been ar­ 
rested as he was leaving the city, which 
accounted for his failure to put in an ap­ 
pearance. When arrested he was in com­ 
pany with E. J. Sanders in a buggy, on his 
way to Nye's ranch. He was bound over 
to keep the peace. 
Politics was becoming very warm 
about that time. On the dav following the 
Coffroth-McKibben fiasco B. C. Whiting 
met Colonel R. N. Snowden at Fourth and 
J streets, and the latter at once commenced 
a tirade of abuse of Broderick. Whiting 
resented it, and they came to blows. 
Snowden drew the first blood by a whack 
on Whiting’s nose and the latter went at 
his adversary with a cane. Snowden took 
it away from him and would doubtless 
have injured Whiting seriously had not 
officer McGlory arrested them both. 
E. G. \V aite and T. B. McFarland 
(the latter now on the Supreme bench) 
were among the more prominent movers in 
an attempt, in Nevada county to organize 
a State People’s party. 
A.. P. Dudley of Calaveras was in­ 
dorsed by the Lecomption Convention of 
that county for Governor. His brother.W. 
L. Dudley (now a prominent Stockton law­ 
yer) then belonged to the other wing of the 
Democracy, and in later vears became,with 
the greti: mass of the followers of Douglas 
a Republican, while MA1” staid with the 
Democrats. Often they followed one an­ 
other on stumping tours through the min­ 
ing towns, and the tongue-lashings they 
indulged in were a source of great amuse­ 
ment to their hearers. Manv of the read­ 
ers of the U nion will recall‘the story that 
each would tell on the other about the 
drunken man they encountered by the 
roadside while en route to a joint Repub­ 
lican and Democratic gathering. Pulling 
up their horse (this was “Al's" story) they 
undertook to arouse the sleeping toper, 
and finally succeeded, so far as his condi­ 
tion would permit. ‘T il go a dollar. Bill.’' 
said Al, "that he's a Republican.” "Done!” 
said the other, "for I'm dead sure he’s a 
Democrat.” "Say, what's your politics?” 
queried Al, holding up the fellow's head. 
The latter half opened his eyes, while his 
chin rested on his stomach, and rather in­ 
coherently answered: "Yer shee, (hie) 
boss, I know I (hie) hev all (hie) ther symp­ 
toms uv Dem-(hic)-ocrisy, but (hie) I rn a 
Re-(hic)-publican.” This story would be 
told with variations wherever they went. 
:......San Francisco thought it was some­ 
thing to boast of that an omnibus ran out 
Folsom street to the Mission Dolores twelve 
times a day, leaving the Plaza (Washing­ 
ton and Kearny streets) every half hour. 
Also, that a stage left the Plaza every day 
for San Jcse. and that a line of ’busses left 
every hour, by Mission street, for the west­ 
ern suburbs. Now elegant cable andborse- 
cars run every half-minute on scores of 
streets, and even to the ocean beach. 
Miss Davenport was drawing great 
houses in New York in " Charlotte Cor- 
day. 
\\ allack, who had then been on the 
stage for forty years, was at the night of 
his popularity in the Empire City. The 
Gougenheiru Sisters, who later visited Cali­ 
fornia, had taken Laura Keene’s theater 
for the summer of 1S59. Sotheru had 
gone to Halits* ; Frank Drew was playing 
in Chicago : Pauncefort was at New Bed­ 
ford ; Mrs. Harry Sinclair, also well-known 
to Californians, was starring in Memphis; 
Billy Florence and wife were in St. Lonis, 
playing “ A Night with the Ballet;” Barry 
Sullivan was at Philadelphia; Bouccicault 
was preparing to build a new theater in 
New \ ork city at Fourteenth street and 
Fourth avenue; Matilda Heron was in Du­ 
buque, la , and Steve Massett ( * Jeemes 
Tipes, of Pipesville” ) so well known to 
Saeramentans, was telling stories and sing­ 
ing songs in New Orleans. The gay old 
curly-headed " Bohemian " is now in Eu­ 
rope, eating good dinners and amusing the 
guests, as of yore. There are still a few 
families in Sacramento whose latch-strin-s 
ever hang out for Steve Massett, and he is 
liable to drop in upon them anv day. 
Massett liost his best "hold,” however, 
when the Booth State Administration 
closet! down. Romualdo Pacheco's home 
at San Quentin was a haven of rest 
to the sweet singer, musician and elocu­ 
tionist; and when he had entertained and 
delighted the guests there for a few weeks, 
he would drop in upon Governor Newton 
Booth, at the latter's elegant and esthetic 
home on Front street. Next his “ grip ” 
would be deposited in the hallway of Sec­ 
retary of State Drury Malone's residence 
(the present home of the Birdsalls) at 
Ninth and H streets, who always had a 
group of pleasant guests to be entertained. 
Massett’s accomplishments are many and 
varied. He n n write a soDg or set works 
to music without a moment’s notice, and 
then sing and piav them himself, and he 
is a splendid elocutionist, His favorite rec­ 
itation is " The Vagabond,” or “ Roger and 
I.” If the writer is not in error. Massett is 
the author of the words and music of one 
of Parepa Rosa's sweetest ballads—" How 
sweet the hour when daylight dies, and 
sunset melts along the silent sea," etc. 
The Eastern papers were publisning 
extracts from a book just issued by one 
Miska Hauser, in which he described the 
first appearance of Lola Montez before the 
footlights in Sacramento. He stated that 
as soon as Lola began to dance tbe audience 
began to howl, and tbe more she persisted 
the more uproar the men made. She sud­ 
denly 8topped, came to the footlights, and 
with Hashing eye and excited gesture 
shouted : " Come here! give me your 
coats, and you take my petticoats—you are 
not worthy to be called men 1 [Shouts of 
laughter.] Lola Montez is proud to be 
what she is, but you—” At this juncture a 
bombardment of stale eggs, rotten apples, 
etc., commenced, and the fire became so 
terrific that Lola had to retire. 
The Millerites Id the East were 
greatly “encouraged” by late signs, and 
were looking -'aily for the end of the world. 
The im pendió European wars were held 
up as evidences of approaching chaos. 
Kings had also been seen around the son. 
On a certain Friday the sun sank "bloody” 
in tbe west, and all that night tbe moon 
was the color of “gore,” an awful and 
alarming phenomenon—to a few idiots. 
Earthquakes had occurred, and the Miller­ 
ites declared that they wanted no better 
symptoms of a general smashing. 
News had just reached California of 
the result of the great double-team trotting 
match between Ethan Alien and mate and 
Lantern and mate, for $10,000, over tbe 
Union course, Long Island. Samnel Mc­ 
Laughlin drove the former team and 
George Spicer the latter. The first was a 


dead heat in 2:24i, the second and third 
were won by Ethan Allen and mate in 
2:27i and 2:40; the fourth was a dead heat 
in 2:35, and Ethan Ailen and mate won 
the fifth heat in 2:35. The running horses 
that accompanied the trotters were com­ 
pletely done out, and lagged so that the 
latter could not make their best time. 
Lantern’s mate, in fact, had to be pulled 
along by him toward the last. 
Collins, the old-time favorite Irish 
comedian was playing an engagement at 
the Metropolitan Theater in this city. 
The Sonora. Tuolumne county. Her­ 
ald published a letter received from Major 
Collins, then in Toronto, in which he 
said. “You will naturally ask what I am 
doing here. It is for the purpose of ob­ 
taining a charter for the Tiansmundane 
Telegraph Company, to connect the Pacific 
with Asia, via Behring’s Straits or the 
Aleutian Islands, and thus, via the Amoor 
river, to Moscow. The bill passed the As­ 
sembly yesterday. * * * We shall pro­ 
ceed, after organizing here and in New 
York, to London, Paris and St. Peters­ 
burg.” If the scheme was deemed feasible 
thirty years ago, it is a wonder that some 
enterprising capitalists do not undertake it 
in this day of enterprise and progress. 
Our present staid and dignified 
wholesale merchant, T. M. Lindlev, was 
then an active member of Hook and Lad­ 
der Company No. 2. 
The “masheen”

There was a grasshopper plague in 
Yolo county, and the pests were stripping 
everything green, leaving only dry twigs 
and stalks in their path. 
On June 15th there was a lively 
fight at Fifth and J streets, arising out of 
some trouble over the pumping out of a 
basement. Jacob and Lewis Korn. F. Tu- 
kev and J. H. Culver were the chief dis­ 
putants.

The latter had beaten 
a Chinese woman in a most brutal manner, 
and Graves sought to arrest him. The 
Chinaman jumped into his skifl on the 
slough at the foot of Third street and put 
off. Graves threw a brick and hit him on 
the neck, but failed to knock him out, and 
then jumped into another skifl and with a 
piece of board for a paddle sought to over­ 
take him, but the Chinaman reached his 
cabin first. Graves kicked in the door, 
when the Chinaman went for him with a 
knife. The officer defended himself so 
well with a stick that the desperado 
grabbed a gun, and Graves retreated. The 
Chinamen escaped in the brush, after 
which it was found that he had a regular 
arsenal in his cabin—three guns, loaded 
and cocked, drawing-knives, razors, siedges, 
etc., and a large quantity of stolen plun­ 
der, all of which was confiscated. 
The press was full of biographical

The Pope had protested 
against this action, and Austria was to re­ 
consider it. 
An old man named Griffith, at 
Weaverville, Trinity county, who was up­ 
ward of sixty years of age, walked one 
hundred consecutive hours just to show 
the young men of that day that the old 
fellows of the preceding century had more 
physical stamina than they. He was not 
visibly fatigued by the feat. 
The steamer Swan, so familiar to the 
eyes of Saeramentans while plving up and 
down the river, was launched bn the 20th 
of June, 1S59.

SETTLED OUT OF COURT. 
The Case Against 
DIs- 
IV. 1». Harlow 
m issed by Judge Arm strong. 
When the case of the People against W. 
P. Harlow, on information of obtaining 
property under false pretenses, was called 
in Department One of the Superior Court 
yesterday counsel for the defendant moved 
for a dismissal of the case. The complain­ 
ing witness, Mrs. Martha E. Smith, stated 
to the Court that Mr. Harlow had rendered 
full satisfaction to her, wherewith the 
Court ordered the defendant discharged 
and the case dismissed. 
It will be remembered that some months 
ago Mrs. Martha E. Smith caused the arrest 
of Mr. Harlow on the charge stated, alleg­ 
ing that she had given him a deed to some 
El Dorado property in consideration of a 
cash payment of $300 and the promise of a 
deed to a tract of land near Rocklin, Placer 
county. In the examination that followed 
the defendant denied that he had promised 
to give the deed, as alleged, as he did not 
himself have a title to the land, it being in 
litigation in the Fnited States Land Office. 
Justice Devine, however, held Harlow to 
answer on the charge. It is said he has re­ 
deeded to Mrs. Smith the El Dorado prop­ 
erty, and thus her cause of action is re­ 
moved. Harlow has also the costs to pay 
in the case, amounting to $231.

No Fish. 
There will be no more prosecutions of 
violators of the fish laws for a while. An 
error has been discovered in the wording 
of the Act which renders it wholly ineffec­ 
tive. The section referred to reads thus: 
“ Every person who shall cast, extend, or 
set, any seine or net of any kind, for the 
catching of, in any river, stream, or slough 
of this State, etc.” The word “ fish" 
should follow “ catching o f”—but it 
doesn’t. It might mean the “ catching of” 
a cold for all that can be taken from the 
section as it is worded. It is, perhaps, un­ 
necessary to add that the so-called Act was 
passed by the last Legislature.

The suggestion made through the 
R ecord-U nion yesterday, that the county 
might do well to sell the present Conrt- 
hous? to the city and erect a new one close 
by, seems to meet with the approbation of 
the public. Every person whose opinion 
on the subject has been asked expressed 
himself as in favor of the plan. Many 
think that, as soon as tbe city debt incubus 
can be removed, the proper thing to do 
will be to consolidate the city and county 
governments ; and, even if this should not 
be done, that the offices should be as close 
together as possible. The city now pays 
$600 (or more) a year rental for offices ior 
Justices of the Peace, and about $300 for 
the City School Superintendent, and as 
much more for the City Board of Health. 
All of this money could be saved to the 
taxpayei8 if we had a city hall large 
enough to accommodate all the officials. 
All agree that the present Court-house is 
too small for county purposes, and that it 
is only a question of time as to when a 
new one will have to be erected. The place 
generally preferred for a new Court-house 
is the western half of the block on which 
the present county buildings stand; but

“I want to tell you that there is nothing 
in this world so easy as fortune telling 
when you know how to do it.” It was a 
woman who spoke, and she knew whereof 
she spoke. For years she had gathered 
rich rewards from patrons in the best 
ranks of society, and she has not yet dis­ 
continued adding to her income in the 
same way. But she laughingly, though 
half seriously, told me some of the secrets 
of her trade. 
“Do you know,” she continued, "that the 
most popular form of this ancient supersti­ 
tion just now is ‘palm reading ?' 1 have 
derived a wonderful amouut of amusement, 
a good deal of money and a great insight 
into human nature by the practice of this 
mysterious art. 
Everybody likes to have their fortunes 
told. Scores of so-called ‘mediums’ and 
clairvoyants’ reap an enormous harvest of 
gold from the credulity of people who 
ought to know better. Yet there is a 
great charm about having your hand read, 
as 1 amwellaware, for I have read hundreds. 
There is a scieuee of palmistry, aud apart 
from that there is also the gift of palm­ 
istry.Of the first I know very little; the sec- 
and 1 think 1 possess in some slight degree. 
W hat it is I cannot explain. 1 only know 
that I can tell the character, disposition 
and general habit of life by the hand. 
The trouble about tbe whole thing is 
this: it is almost impossible to be honest, 
especially when one is only doing it to 
amuse people and not to earn a living. It 
is very hard to read the hands of persons 
whom you know or are liable to meet again. 
You cannot tell them the truth without 
offense. Not that most people have anv 
trait that they wish particularly to hide, 
but human nature is so queer. Almost 
any one would rather be accused of some 
terrible fault of which they have not the 
lightest trace than to be told of a slight 
foible which they really do possess. 
“ Of course, every one always savs: 
Now, tell me the exact truth. Don’t 
loss anything over ; 1 shan’t be angry.' 
But, then, they will be, so you cannot tell 
them the ‘ exact truth.' 1 will give a few 
mints which I have always fouud invalu­ 
able.I do not mean points in the art of 
reading the hand correctly. That is a 
science in itself, and unless one has it na­ 
turally, no amount of coaching will help 
them. But any one who has some natural 
shrewdness, and is a good guesser, can 
master enough of the mystic art to make 
it a very amusing pastime. Look at your 
own hand first. See what a peculiar "net­ 
work of wrinkles cross and recross your 
palm. Observe the hands of your friends, 
study the different shapes and notice if 
they accord with the characters of their 
owners. You will find it a very fascinat­ 
ing study, and you will soon lie able to dis­ 
tinguish the stubborn hand, the executive 
hand, the artistic hand, as soon as you see 
them. Then fortify yourself with a large 
stock of assurance, and remember the old 
saying,‘every one is a fool, more or less,’ 
and you have your capital. 
'You must not flatter people too much. 
The majority will not see through it, but 
the intelligent majority will, and that in­ 
telligent majority is just what you want to 
conquer. Except in a very few instances, 
never tell a person his real faults. He 
never believes one, and he does not like 
it. Tell him just the opposite. But there 
are a few weaknesses of which people like 
to be told. 
“Pride, stubbornness, a hot temper, 
prodigality, jealousy and a too sensitive 
nature. These are the infirmities of which 
people are proud. But you must regulate 
your faults by the market. 
“Never forget to tell a weak-minded, 
easily led person that he is stubborn. He 
will be delighted. 
Invariably tell a pretty young girl that 
she is a flirt. She will blush and bridle 
and deny it, but she is enraptured. 
“Always tell any man that he is fond of 
the ladies—hint delicately that lie is a bit 
of a gay Lothario. If lie is a young man 
he will be elated; if he is an old man he 
will have a weakness for you from that 
day.I have given a few general rules which 
must be followed. 1 will now go into par­ 
ticulars. An illustration is better than a 
hundred rules, so I’ll tell you how to do it. 
“ I take my victim into a quiet corner 
and look at his left hand. 1 look at it a 
long time without speaking. Then 1 let 
the indifferent look on my face change to 
one of startled incredulity or anxious 
doubt, and look suddenly into my subject’s 
eyes with a searching glance. lie begins 
to gets interested. Let us suppose I have 
for my victim a young man of ordinary 
ability and average good looks. By the 
shape of his hand I can tell whether he is 
by nature executive or inventive. 
“ By his voice and manner I can form a 
pretty good guess as to his social position. 
Being a woman, I can tell the instant 1 
take his hand whether he is accustomed to 
ladies’ society or not. 
"Now I have nothing to do but make a 
few vague guesses as to his life, and the 
thing is done. I always tell him he is 
ambitious; all young Americans are, or if 
they are not they think themselves so. I 
invariably tell him that he will make 
money. I say that his early life seems a 
bit unsettled; he had some doubts as to 
choice of a profession. lie will go back 
mentally to the time when he wanted to 
run away to sea, and he’ll say, ‘ Well, 
that’s queer. I did want to go into the 
navy when I was young.’ Tell him he is 
very proud, very obstinate when roused; 
very fond of his friends, and that he would 
make a good soldier. Say that he is un­ 
lucky, but that he will succeed through 
the force of his ability ; that he has many 
traits the existence of which his friends 
do not suspect. Hint darkly at mysterious 
troubles and jealous rivals. Chaff him a 
little about his love affairs, and I have 
worked the miracle. He will go forth and 
say. ‘Well, of course I don’t believe in 
such things, but she really told me some 
remarkable truths.’ 
“I am always careful to estimate my 
man first. Bnt one class is as easy to ca­ 
jole as another. The shrewd, pushing 
young business man is no sharper to see 
his own faults than the languid young 
society swell. This seems so simple that 
it sounds absurd. Try i t ! You will be 
amazed at the results. You will be as­ 
tonished at the credulity of intelligent 
men and women—at the wonder with 
which they regard the most self-evident 
fact when it comes from the lips of a fort­ 
une teller. I have said the most absurdly 
commonplace things to people, and they 
have gazed at me in awe and amazement. 
The most ridiculous statements will be re­ 
ceived in silent reverence. 
“Putting out of the question altogether 
the great truth which undoubtedly under­ 
lies the science of palmistry, it is possible 
to become a very successful palmist with 
the help of nothing but a little ingenuity 
and observation.”

They 
accordingly askrd that she be released 
from custody. Judge Rix made the order, 
and the young bride walked out of the 
Court-room without a word to her husband, 
wuo stood watching her go with tears in 
his eyes. Musio. who was locked up pend­ 
ing an investigation, was also permitted to 
depart. 
MOKrUARY REPORT. 
Ninety deaths were recorded at the 
Health Office this week, the smallest 
weekly death rate for several months. The 
males numbered ¡71 and females 3(3. For­ 
eign born, 13; including 9 Mongolians. 
The deaths under one year of age num­ 
bered 23, and 8 were over sixty years old. 
There were 3 cases of suicide, 5 casualties, 
and 28 died in public institutions. 
PERHAPS A SUICIDE. 
The body of a drowned man was found 
floating in the bay, off Howard-street 
wharf, this morning, by the deckhands of 
the tug Printer. The body, which was 
naked, had not been in the water over a 
couple of hours. The deceased was appar­ 
ently about CO years ot age, and iyul full 
iron-gray beard. The remains are now at 
the Morgue awaiting identification. 
SUICIDE BY STRYCHNINE. 
James Johnson, aged about forty-five or 
fifty years, committed suicide early this 
morning by taking strychnine. Johnson, 
who is a Portuguese, was a peddler of no­ 
tions, but had very poor success in busi­ 
ness. J-ast night the landlord of 310 Mont­ 
gomery avenue, where Johnson roomed, 
asked him for l.is rent, which was long 
overdue, but he was unable to pay it. It 
is supposed be became despondent on ac­ 
count of poverty and swallowed the poison. 
The deceased had no relatives in this city 
so lar as known. The body is at the 
Morgue. 
BUCK I.EY INTERVIEWED. 
C. A. Buckley, in an interview this after­ 
noon, said his return to this city so unex­ 
pectedly has no political significance. His 
return was hastened by the illness of bis 
wiie, who contracted typhoid fever in Pan­ 
ama. He says there is no truth in the re­ 
port that oilers were made to him to con­ 
trol the political aflairs of New York.

He drew $1,700 he had de­ 
posited in the safe of the Grand Hotel in 
this city, about three weeks ago, and left 
for Arizona. Since then nothing has been 
heard of him. 
CO LONE], FLOURNOY ILL. 
Colonel Flournoy is very ill at Bartlett 
Springs. A few days ago it was feared that 
lie could not live, and his son was tele­ 
graphed for. Late news, however, gives 
the information that he is better and will 
probably recover. 
J. B. Mhooo, partner of Colonel Flour­ 
noy, is confined by illness to his house in 
Alameda. 
GEORGE C. GORHAM. 
George C. Gorham, Republican candidate 
for Governor of this State in 1SG7, and for 
eleven years Secretary of the United States 
Senate, is visiting this city after an absence 
of many years. He says he is not here on 
political business, but to visit his brother, 
C. M. Gorham, coiner of the Mint. He is 
now writing the life of Edwin M. Stanton, 
Lincoln’s Secretary of War. 
PIONEER REUNION. 
The Placer County Pioneers held their 
seventh annual picnic at Shell Mound 
Park to-day. and elected Edward M. Hall, 
President of the Association.

OREGO N PO LIT IC S. 
'n A ppointm ent o f a R ailroail C om m is­ 
sion D e c la red Illeg al. 
S a lem (Or.), June 22d.—The Supreme 
Court has sustained Secretary of State Mc­ 
Bride in his lefusal to pav salary to the 
Governor's appointees as Railroad Com­ 
missioners. When the last Legislature 
was in session Governor Pennoyer sent in 
a message announcing bis removal of the 
State Railway Commission “ for cause.” 
This cause consisted in the Governor's con­ 
clusion that tfic Commission had outlived 
its usefulness. The Legislature concluded 
otherwise, and enacted a new law confer­ 
ring the appointment of Commissioners 
upon the legislative Department instead 
of the Governor, as in the previous ¡aw. 
This Act the Governor vetoed, but it was 
passed over his disapproval, and a new set 
of Commissioners aftuward elected. In 
the closing hours ot the session the Gov­ 
ernor discovered that the new iaw contained 
the ii*:ial form of an emergency clause, 
providing that “ this Act shall be'in force 
from and after its approval by the Gov­ 
ernor. 
His Excellency at once set up a 
claim that, as he had not approved the 
Act, it could not become a law under its 
own stipulations. So he appointed an op­ 
position Railway Commission. The Gov­ 
ernor is u Democrat, but Secretary of Slate 
McBride is a Republican, and he refused 
to pay the Governor’s appointees. Suit 
was instituted in the District Court and its 
division appealed to ihe Supreme Court, 
with the result as stated.

SE A T T LE ITEM S.

S e a ttle (W. T.), June 22d.—This after­ 
noon judge Hanford sentenced Joseph 
Mesías, a highwayman who robbed a Swede 
on the Grant-slreet bridge about two 
months ago. to fourteen years imprison­ 
ment at hard labor in the penitentiary. 
Mestas took his sentence as a good joke 
and smiled broadly. A motion for a new 
trial made by his connsel was denied by 
the Court. 
The attorneys for Charles Mint, the 
Portuguese who was convicted ot criminal 
Assault on Mabel Gilford, a 6-year-old 


child, two months since, have made ahard 
fight to obtain a new trial. The Court 
overruled the motion, but allowed twenty 
days to file a bill of except'ons to the 
charge delivered to the jury. When Mint 
was told to stand up for sentence he was 
visibly affected and murmered a few in­ 
audible words. The Judge, in sentencing 
him. said the crime for which he was con­ 
victed was probably the most heinous ever 
committed in King county. The most 
punishment allowed was fourteen years, 
and, in his judgment, it was the least that 
could be given. Accordingly he sentenced 
Mint to fourteen years imprisonment at 
hard labor. Mint received the sentence in 
apparent great distress. 


COW BOYS K IL L E D . 
A New M exican S to rek eep er .Make* an 
U nprovoked A ssault. 
A lb u q u eb o u e (N. M .), June 22d.—Grant’s 
Station, ninety miles west from here on 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, was the 
scene of a murder Thursday night. Eriel 
Hudson, E. H. Braziel and Richard Wil­ 
son. cowboys working for J. E. Saint, after 
loading three train-loads of cattle at Saint’s 
ranch, at 3 o’clock rode over to Grant’s 
Station, and entering Block <fc Bibo's store, 
began throwing dice for drinks. They were 
unarmed. About 8 o'clock Simon Block 
ordered them to stop. Hudson inquired : 
“ Why so? We have paid for all the 
drinks.” Block refused to give him a satis­ 
factory reply. They had a lew more words 
and then they clinched. 
Block broke away and rushed to the rear 
of the store for his gun, Braziel following 
, and calling to him not to shoot as they had 
no weapons. As Bljck picked up the gun 
Braziel grabbed him and held him to pre­ 
vent his shooting. In the scuffle Hudson 
got the pistol and knocked Block down 
with it. Block got up, and recovering the 
revolver shot at Hudson as he was running 
out, killing him instantly. 
Emil Bibo came out just then with a 
Winchester and shot Braziel in the right 
shoulder. He handed the guu to a Mexi­ 
can, telling him to kill Wilson, who ran 
sway. The Mexican fired five shots at the 
fugitive, but apparently did no harm. 
The wounded man was brought to the 
Arndjo Hotel in this city. A physician 
has been unable to find the ball, and fears 
the wound will prove fatal. His right arm 
is badly shattered. 
Wilson has not been heard of at the 
ranch, and it ¡3 feared tliathe, too, has been 
killed. Block is seriously injured by the 
blows from the revolver. 


VANCOUVER'S B LA ZE. 
F our B locks of W ooden S tru c tu re s D e­ 
stro y e d —Loss, $80,000. 
P o r t l a n d , June 22d. — Vancouver, W. 
T., applied to Portland for assistance this 
morning to subdue a fire. The firemen 
have just, returned and report four blocks 
of wooden Ft; ;:n:ures were destroyed. 
There veto t v. o fires during last night, 
believed to be t f incendiary origin. At 11 
o'clock lust ingot a watchman near the old 
Catholic church, about half a mile from the 
business center of the town, discovered 
Haines in the ruins. According to his state­ 
ment, flames burst up like wildfire, and 
smoke heavy with the odor of burning 
petroleum. The old and historic structure, 
built in the regime of the Hudson Bay 
Company, had been abandoned for about 
three years. By 1:30 nothing was left of 
the old mission, and the firemen returned 
to their quarters and the citizens to their 
homes. Shortly before daylight the same 
watchman saw other flames bursting in 
the rear of the bakery of Myers & Stros, 
on the east side of Main street, near High. 
The property destroyed consisted of sta­ 
bles, saloons, butcber-shops, barber-shons, 
restaurants, etc. Loss, $80,000.

J. R. Coggeshall, manager of the Eureka 
Packing Company of lower Columbia, was 
drowned last Thursday by falling out of a 
skiff. The body was recovered to-day and 
will be sent to Oakland, Cal., where’ rela­ 
tions of the deceased reside, for burial. 
The loss by the Vancouver fire will not 
exceed $90,000, which is covered by small 
insurance. The losses fell mainly upon the 
poorer class of shopkeepers, who lost their 
all. There will be some suffering, but out­ 
side help will not be required. The loss by 
Oregon insurance companies will be small, 
as most of the insurance was carried by 
ijeattle companies.

FRO M T A H IT I. 
A rrival «I th e T ro p ic B ird F rom th e 
Society Island*. 
S an F ra n c isco , June 22d.—The barken- 
tine Tropic Bird arrived in port this morn­ 
ing from Tahiti. Among the passengers 
are Cnited States Consul J. L Doty, Emile 
Levy, a member of the General Council of 
Tahiti, and Dr. Gamier and wife. Consul 
Doty has been suffering from a fever for 
the past few months, and has left the 
islands temporarily for the benefit of his 
health. He is on his way to Washington 
and expects to return to his post in a short 
time. 
Aflairs at the islands are very quiet at 
present. The French are actively strength­ 
ening their foothold on the neighboring 
islands, having assumed control over the 
Ileita group, about eighty miles from Ta­ 
hiti. French authority is also supreme on 
l ahaua and Borabara Islands. The na­ 
tives are reported to be restless under 
1 rench ru e, but are powerless to resist the 
advances made. 
American interests largely predominate 
in the Society and neighboring islands, as 
a large portion of the trade is in the hands 
of Americans. The exports from these 
groups are considerable and valuable. The 
Society Islanders are educated and civilized 
and nearly all profess Christianity.

N ew Y o rk , June 22d.—As the time for 
the fight between Sullivan and Kilrain 
draws near, the interest in the event rap­ 
idly increases. Both men are hard at 
work in their respective training quarters 
getting their muscles hardened into proper 
shape. The fight will occur on July 8th, 
within 200 miles of New Orleans. Aside 
from the reputation of the principals, the 
principal feature of the affair is the size of 
the stakes at issue—$20,000. The nearest 
approach to this amount was the $10,000 on 
the Yankee Suilivan-Tom Hyer fight. In 
size Kilrain is a trifle larger, being 5 feet 
lli inches tall, weighing 197 pounds when 
in condition, while Sullivan is 5 feet 10J 
inches tall, and weighs 195 pounds in con­ 
dition. Both are scientific boxers and 
hard hitters. In point of arm, chest, waist 
and thigh measurements there is but a 
small difference. Until Sullivan had been 
trainiug under Muldoon for three ot four 
weeks, Kilrain was supposed to be the 
better wrestler, but it is likely Muldoon 
has taught Sullivan sufficiently in the best 
ways of falling softly to make him fully 
as good as Jake. 
Sullivan is gradually increasing his work. 
In a long walk yesterday he succeeded in 
reducing his weight two pounds. Muldoon 
does not allow him to receive or entertain 
company, all his time being taken up with 
work. Jack Barnett and Sullivan’s brother 
Mike, who were here more for Sullivan’s 
company than to assist in training, have 
both been sent home, so he is obliged to 
make the best of Muldoon and Cleary as 
companions. They seem to do nothing 
but keep him hustling at work. Both 
Muldoon and Cleary seem to be worked 
down as fine as race horses, as they are 
constantly on the go from early morning 
till night. If there ever was a determined 
effort made to put a man in condition it is 
the effort of Muldoon. There seems noth­ 
ing left undone. Sullivan is never allowed 
to get out of sight, so that if the big one 
does not win it will not be on account of 
poor training or because he is not in condi­ 
tion.Kilrain’s training quarters are at Green 
Valley, a village answering all the require­ 
ments, about twelve miles from Baltimore. 
His work is about as follows: 
He gets up at break of day and starts out 
on a ten mile walk. After returning he is 
rubbed down with a coarse towel: then, 
after a short rest, he is ready for his break­ 
fast. The meal consist of eggs and chops, 
with a pot of weak tea. Breakfast through 
with he reads the daily papers and listens 
to pleasant JohnDy Murphy telling stories. 
He then swings the clubs and exercises 
with light dumb-bells. Then he fights the 
bag for at least a half hour, taking the ten 
seconds rest between rounds. Dinner is 
then ready. A short rest is taken and then 
he starts out on his long tramp and run— 
which is about twenty-five miles. After 
returning he is vigorously rubbed down; 
then a plunge bath i* taken and then an­ 
other hard rubbing down is indulged in. 
After resting for at least halt an hour, 
in which time his appetite has become 
sharp, he sits down to his supper. The 
evening is spent in quietness with his 
trainers, and shortly after 9 o'clock he re­ 
tires. He neither smokes nor chews while 
in training. He will leave for New Or­ 
leans on J uly 2d.

T h e N ez l ’erce B rav es D issutistleil W ith 
T h eir N ew A gent. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 22d.—James Reubens, 
a Nez Perce Indian from Idaho, called on 
Secretary Noble and Acting Indian Com­ 
missioner Bell to-day and warmly pro­ 
tested in the name of his tribe against the 
retention in office of Charles E. Monteith 
as Agent for his people. Monteith was 
Agent for the Nez Perces during the fonr 
years immediately prior to 1886, when he 
was succeeded by George W. Morris. His 
present appointment was made since the 
incoming of the present Administration. 
Reubens represented that during Mon- 
teitlTa former term he had forfeited the re­ 
spect and good will of the tribe by repeated 
acts of cruelty, ana on many occcasions he 
had demonstrated the fact that he had no 
interest whatever m the welfare of the In­ 
dians. He said he was a man totally un­ 
fitted by nature to occupy the position he 
held, as was demonstrated by the fact that 
during his former term he had gained the 
ill-wili and enmity of nearly every mem­ 
ber of the tribe. He said further that his 
people would persistently oppose the allot­ 
ment of their lands in severalty now being 
made by Miss Fletcher unless Monteith 
was recalled and another and better man 
sent to them in his place. 
Secretary Noble at the conclusion of Reu­ 
ben’s statement assured him his charges 
against Montieth would receive his careful 
attention, and if it was found Monteitli was 
unfitted for the position to which he had 
been appointed he would not be permitted 
to continue in it. The Secretary, however, 
said while he was disposed to give them as 
their agent the verv best man obtainable, 
yet be fully expected the Indians to imme­ 
diately abandon any purpose they might 
have of retaliating against Monteith’s ap­ 
pointment by refusing to take their land in 
severalty. 
M O RE GO OD M EN 
A p p o in ted Ivy tin* I’resid en t for Service 
in F o reig n B arts. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 22d.—The diplomatic 
appointments to-day were well received. 
Mr. Stevens, who gets the place wanted 
by Congressman McKinley’s brother, was 
formerly Minister to Paraguay and 
Uruguay under the administration of Grant, 
and under Hayes’ administration he held 
the post of Minister to Sweden and Nor­ 
way, and he has been a member of the 
Maine Legislature and held other State of­ 
fices ot importance. He has always been 
an active, zealous Republican in politics. 
The new Minister to Paraguay and 
Uraguay, George Money, was also in the 
diplomatic service before his present ap­ 
pointment, he having been Minister to the 
Republic of Colombia during Garfield’s 
administration. He was Chairman of the 
Tennessee delegation to the National Re­ 
publican Convention of 18S8, and has been 
a prominent figure in local politics. 
John Martin Crawford, who is appointed 
Consul-General at St. Petersburg, is a 
scholar of distinction. He has translated 
with success Scandinavian national epics 
and his present appointment is expected to 
place him in a congenial atmosphere for 
the pursuit of his studies. 


D l'T Y ON ORES. 
S e c retary M’im lom W restlin g W itli th e 
T iiritl’ Q uestion. 
W a sh in g to n , June22d.—Secretary Win- 
dom has determined to settle as soon as 
possible all the important tariff questions 
which have been raised since his incum­ 
bency. The principal questions considered 
to-day relates to the classification of lead 
ores containing silver, the drawback on 
jute bagging, and the classification of Cana­ 
dian built cars used on American railroads. 
In regard to a former question, it is learned 
the Department has received reports from 
the special agents sent to Ihe Mexican bor­ 
der for the purpose of investigating the 
subject of importations of lead ores from 
Mexico. They say that extensive frauds 
have been practiced, aud the payment of 
the proper amount of duties on this com­ 
modity has been systematically evaded. 
These reports will have great weight in 
the settlement of the question at issue and 
it is believed the Department will hold 
that the dutiable value of imported ores 
containing lead and silver must be 
determined by the relative weight of the 
two metals instead of by their relative 
value, as under the present practice. 
Secretary Windom said this afternoon 
in speaking of the conference, that they 
had reached conclusions in several of the 
questions under consideration, but they 
would not be in shape for public announce­ 
ment before next week. 


T R A D E W IT H JA P A N . 
A M ovem ent S ta rte d to In c rea se O ur E x­ 
p o rts W ith tlie O rien t. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 22d.—A movement 
has been started in the East for increasing 
the trade with Japan to more equal propor­ 
tions. The Post this morning says edi­ 
torially : Something should be done to 
put our foreign trade on a better basis. The 
United States buys from Japan $17,000,000 
worth of produce, while Japan buys less 
than $3 000,000 worth in return. This is 
not a fair measure of reciprocity, and some 
sort of explanation would seem to be order.

cific coast. A reduction of $66,000 was 
effected, based on estimated receipts and 
the needs of the service for the next fiscal 
year, but the districts of California and 
Oregon were untouched.

W a sh in g to n , June 2'2d.—The Chairman 
of the Finance Committee of the Knights 
Templar Conclave stated to-day that there 
would be from 25,000 to 35,000 Knights and 
their friends at the conclave to be held in 
October next. The display will be one of 
the grandest, if not the grandest ever wit­ 
nessed in this city. Members of the Order 
from Winnipeg, Canada, and even repre­ 
sentatives from Europe have signified their 
intention to be present.

H e le n a (M. T ), June 22d.—Hamilton 
Wilber was arrested to-day by the Sheriff 
of Cascade couiity as the man guilty of the 
murder of five emigrants in the Judith 
country. He was traveling with his wife, 
and made some resistance to the Sheriff, 
but one of the officers covered him with a 
gun and he surrendered. Wilber is now in 
the Great Falls Jail, and parties are on the 
way to that town to identify the team aud 
wagon in his possession, which are sup­ 
posed to belong to the murdered people. 
Wilber has a bad reputation, having been 
arrested in Montana in 1887 for the murder 
of a cowboy in Wyoming, with whom he 
was makiug a long journey across the 
country. 
Wilber was arrested for the 
crime at the time, but broke jail and was 
finally captured by the Montana authori­ 
ties. He was acquitted. At the trial it 
was disclosed that his tiue name was Harry 
Peterson. 
If Wilber's identification is complete he 
stands a slim chance of ever having a trial 
in Court, as the citizens of Fergus county 
are so thoroughly aroused that they will 
nevrr allow him to leave Great Falls alive. 
The murdered family has been almost 
conclusively identified as Joseph Kurtz and 
wife and Ed. Briggs and wife, well-to-do 
people of Helena, who were on a sight­ 
seeing trip to Northern Montana. The lit­ 
tle girl is supposed to be a child the party 
were taking to her parents. 
ltE COMMITS SUICIDE. 
H e l e n a , June 22d.—James Wilber, the 
peddler, supposed fo be the assassin, traded 
three horses at Wood's ranch, for four 
others. At another ranch he traded a new 
Bain wagon for a spring wagon. It appears 
that the murdered immigrants had a Bain 
wagon and two heavy stable horses. 
Wilber left here three days ago with bis 
wife, going toward Deep Creek, and trav­ 
eled in a spring wagon. They were found 
in camo by Sheriffs Cleary and Hamilton, 
on Willow Creek, east of the Cascades. 
When Wilber saw the Sheriffs he ran from 
the lire, at which he was cooking his 
breakfast, toward the wagon, for the pur­ 
pose of securing a gtin, but was arrested. 
A strong chain of circumstantial evi­ 
dence is against him. He was taken to 
Great Falls and lodged in jail. This morn­ 
ing he was found dead in his cell, having 
hung himself with a towel during the 
night. His real name was Harry Patter­ 
son. He was an "old criminal. It is be­ 
lieved that the murdered parties were from 
Helena, as the wagon was bought there. 


P R O H IB IT IO N . 
D efeated , lint N ot V anquished, T hey w ill 
T ry I t A gain. 
C h ic a g o. June 22d.—Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, 
of Iowa, Chairman of the Women’s Na­ 
tional Republican Committee, and well 
known as a Republican Prohibitionist, was 
in this city to-day on her way home from 
Rhode Island. 
In speaking of the recent defeats in the 
East stie said it was new evidence of the 
“ power and extent to which the liquor 
traffic has depraved the people of this 
country.” 
She denied there had been a genuine test 
in Rhode Island and New Hampshire, but 
added that in Massachusetts and Pensyl- 
vania tbe contest was free 8nd fair. 
“The Republican party in both States,” 
said she, “declared for the submission and 
redeemed its pledges.” Tbe campaigns, 
she said, were necessarily non-partisan, 
and no political party is responsible tor the 
success of or failure of this politico-moral 
question. The temperance people, Mrs. 
Foster said, will keep right on in their old 
lines of “moral suasion” work and when 
the time is ripe and the intolerant assump­ 
tions of the liquor power in politics reach 
a point beyond the endurance of an out­ 
raged people they will sweep this un- 
American liquor domination from the 
country. 
Prohibition work, said Mrs. Foster, will 
not be abandoned, as they believe all other 
legislative remedies to be transient and su­ 
perficial. 
When asked if she was opposed to na­ 
tional prohibition, Mrs. Foster said : "Not 
at all. I believe it will some time be ac­ 
complished. but it will come when the 
ground has been prepared by State action.”

M. Jales Ferry Makes a Political Point 
at a Banquet. 


A CRAZED FATHER’S VENGEANCE. 


Royal W edding at the German 
Capital—A Sensational Cana­ 
dian Elopem ent.

H O R R IB L E ACCIDENT. 
A S team er G oes ( h e r the* G rand Rapid** 
— l.oss of life . 
T h r e e R iv e r s (Quebec), June 22d—A 
terrible accident involving tbe loss of sev­ 
eral lives occurred this afternoon on the 
St. Maurice river, near tbe railway station 
at Grand Piles. A barge used to carry rail­ 
way passengers aud freight across the river 
became unmanageable in midstream and 
swept over Grand Falls two miles below 
tne station. 
Besides the crew of the barge large num­ 
bers of passengers were on beard, but just 
how many lives were lost has not been 
learned. Four bodies, two of them women, 
have been recovered in the eddy below the 
falls. All the corpses are nude when found, 
and horribly mutilated from contact with 
the rocks in the torrent. 
The train irom the oast arrived at Grand 
Piles shortly after 12 o'clock, being half au 
hour late, the regu'ar ferry was not on 
hand, and a small steam barge used to 
transfer Height was at the wharf. Tbe 
passengers fearing if they waited they 
would miss tbe tlain, decided lo go on the 
freight boat, which was then heavily laden. 
A gale of wind was blowing, and tlie 
river being wide, it was very rough. The 
boat was but a short distance from the 
shore, when, after remaining stationary a 
few moments, began to drift slowly down 
tbe stream toward the falls. Shrieks of 
fear were heard front the passengers and 
crew, they apparently being panic-stricken. 
In a few minutes the ill-fated barge 
swept in the rapids. The people on the 
shore were powerless to render any assist­ 
ance, and in less than six minutes from the 
time the boat began to drift it was at the 
verge of tlie falls which at this point make 
a clean jump of fifty feet. 
The cries of tiróse on board were heart­ 
rending to tbe agonized spectators. It 
was apparent the boat had grounded, as 
instead of immediately going over the falls 
it remained stationary on the brink a 
while almost hidden from view by the 
waves which swept over it. 
Two forms were seen to spring from the 
boat towards the nighboriug rocks, and, to 
the amazement of the spectators, managed 
to obtain a foothold, as one was seen to 
assist the other. It seemed as though the 
boat stopped so these lives might be saved, 
as they had scarcely gained the rock when 
she went over the falls and was instantly 
lost to view in the boiling eddies below. 
Crowds hastened down the stream to 
the help of the unfortunate ones on the 
rock and with the aid of ropes they were 
dragged to the land. The names of the 
saved are Charles Allair and Jean Baptiste 
Ethier. The latter states there were fifteen 
passengers od the boat and a crew of four, 
making a total of nineteen lives lost. Tlie 
search for the drowned began below tbe 
falls.Up to 6 o'clock the following bad been 
recovered: Joseph Rivard of Stanne de 
Parade, Eugene Rivard and Alex. Rivard, 
children of the former, George Hamelin of 
St. Etienne de Beauce and Baptiste Belle- 
view. The disaster was the most terrible 
that ever occurred in the county of Three 
Rivers. 
FR E N C H PO L IT IC S. 
Tli*» R ep u b lican s a rc for O rd er, T ra n ­ 
q u illity and R eligious T olerance* 
P a r is , June 22d.—In a speech delivered 
last Monday at the National Republican 
Association banquet, M. Jules Ferry ac­ 
centuated the declarations he had pre­ 
viously made in the Chamber of Deputies. 
He was energetic in bis condemnation of 
the agitation in favor of revising the Con­ 
stitution. The idea of convoking a con­ 
stituent Assembly and making a Constitu­ 
tion at a time when republican institutions 
were exposed to attack on every hand was 
said by M. Ferry to be an error.’ The terms 
in which the Opportunist leader insisted 
upon the necessity of concluding peace be­ 
tween the Church and theSta e werenotr- 
worthy. It was this part of his speech in 
the Chamber which most excited the ire of 
M. Clemenceau, but far front restricting 
any of his opinions, M. Ferry reiterated 
his statement that religion in France repre­ 
sented a great moral torce which the civil 
power should not disregard and with which 
it should avoid ail quarrel. 
As might have been expected, the Radi­ 
cals have taken umbrage at these declara­ 
tions, and their organs take M. Ferry 
severely to task The Justice, Lanternc and 
other newspapers of the same shade of 
opinion declare that the retrograde policy 
ot the Tonqiiiaois cannot be accepted by 
the Republican party. A revision of the 
Constitution is, they say, both necessary 
and urgent in some instances. They pre­ 
tend that the National Assembly was not 
qualified to draw up a Constitution for 
France. The Conservative journals join 
with the Radical journals in criticising M. 
Ferry’s speech. M. De Cassagnac is for 
once with M. Clemenceau. Accordingly, 
in his defense of the existing Constitu­ 
tion, M. Ferry has to deal with Radicals, 
Monarchists and Boulangists. However, 
lie has the support ot all of the members 
ot the Moderate party, and his programme 
exactly answers to the desire of the ma­ 
jority of the population. 
As a whole the people of France want 
not change of government, but order, tran­ 
quillity and religious tolerance. M. Ferry’s 
language would consequently be well re­ 
ceived througnout the country if his per­ 
sonal situation and remembrance of his 
past policy did not detract from its effect. 
The Conservatives for their part have no 
confidence in him. In his mouth liberty 
of conscience, religious peace and tolerance 
are but as vain words, for it cannot be for­ 
gotten that it was Ferry who passed Arti­ 
cle 7; that it was Ferry who expelled the 
religious orders from the soil of France ; 
that it was Ferry and the Opportunist 
party who weeded out from the ranks of 
the magistracy those who were suspected, 
with or without reason, of clericalism; that 
as a sop to tbe Cerberus of radicalism the 
Opportunists adopted the formula “ Les 
cures avec le sac au dos,” and that tbe 
laicisation of the schools and hospitals was 
in the beginning their work. Nor can it be 
forgotten that in obedience to tbe injuac- 
tions of the Radicals tbe Ferrists were 
among the first to declare themselves in 
favor of the partial revision of the Consti­ 
tution. and that all their policy wnen they 
were in power was the constant pandering 
to radical opinions. 
If, say the Conservatives, it were possible 
to believe the Opportunists sincere at this 
juncture, the past might be forgotten, but 
they have not broken their compact with 
the advanced section of the Extreme Left. 
Their camps are still allied in view of an 
election, when the requirements of the sit­ 
uation will force Ferry’s partisans to vote 
for the suppression of the budget of wor­ 
ship and for the revision of the Constitu­ 
tion. Moderate Republicans allied with 
ex-communists make certainly a curious 
spectacle.

Princess Louise of 
Schleswig, the Prince’s fiancee, arrived 
at Bellevue Castle at noon and was received 
by fbe Emperor and Empress, Prince Fred­ 
erick Leopold and members of the family. 
At 4 o’clock this afternoon the bridal pair 
made their state entry into Berlin in a splen­ 
did gilded coach. The Brandenburg Gate 
route was lined with cavalry and 
thence to the Schloss with infantry. The 
Burgomaster and Magistracy welcomed the 
pair, and the Emperor formally received 
them at the castle. The signing of ttte 
marriage contract was followed by a family 
dinner. 
The King and Queen of Saxony, Grand 
Duke aud Grand Duchess of Saxe-Weimer, 
and a large number of Prussian Princes 
and German sovereigns are expected to 
arrive to-morrow to attend the wedding, 
which will be conducted in great pomp 
and splendor.

Chetwynd wss under cross-examination for 
three days. His case was weakened, and 
he accepted a compromise. 
Two dairymen employed bv Henry Fess- 
ler, three miles southeast of Truckee, quar­ 
reled this afternoon and one shot the other, 
killing him instantly.
